The better Regulation of Markets and Fairs in 
Ireland. 



W HEREAS it is expedient to enable all Persons interested Preamble, 
in Markets or Fairs in Ireland, whether as Owners 
thereof, or as being accustomed to resort thereto, to 
obtain in a cheap and expeditious Way the Benefit of such Pro- 
5 visions as are usually contained in Special Acts of Parliament for 
Markets or Fairs, and also to provide for the Establishment and 
Regulation of new Markets and Fairs when required for the Public 
Benefit, and to make other Provision respecting Markets and Fairs in 
Ireland : 

10 Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the Authority of the same, as follows : 



Preliminary. 

15 1. This Act may be cited as The Markets and Fairs (Ireland) Short Title.

Markets and Fairs [Ireland). 

The Provisions respecting Markets apply also to Fairs : 

The Provisions respecting Persons apply to Bodies Corporate and 
Bodies of Commissioners or Trustees : 

The Expression “ the Lord Lieutenant in Council ” means the 
Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of 5 
Ireland, by and with the Advice of Her Majesty’s Privy Council 
in Ireland. 



Regulation of existing Markets. 

2. At any Time after the passing of this Act, any Person claiming 

to be Owner or Lessee of a Market, or of the Ground, or of any 10 
Part of the Ground, on which a Market is customarily held, or to 
be entitled to the Receipt of the Tolls, Rents, or Profits of a Market 
or of any such Ground, may apply to the Lord Lieutenant in Council 
for an Order regulating the Market; Notice of the Intention to 
apply having been given by Advertisement in the Dublin Gazette, 15 
and in a Newspaper circulating in the Place where the Market is 
held, not more than Thirty and not less than Ten Days before 
such Application. 

3. If within One Year after the passing of this Act no such Appli- 
cation is made respecting any Market, then — 20 

(1.) Any Municipal Corporation or Body of Commissioners or 
Trustees, having Authority in the Place where the Market 
or any Part thereof is held, — or, 

(2.) Any Twenty-one Persons rated to the Relief of the Poor to 

the Value of Eight Pounds or upwards, and accustomed 25 
to resort to the Market, — may make a like Application ; or, 

(3.) Any Two Justices of the Peace acting for the Place where 
the Market, or any Part thereof, is held, may certify to the 
Lord Lieutenant in Council that the Regulation of the 
Market under this Act would in their Opinion be for the 30 
public Benefit. 

4. The Lord Lieutenant in Council shall consider the Applica- 
tion or Certificate, and shall order a local public Inquiry to be 
made respecting the Market. A Report of the Result of such 
Inquiry shall be made to the Lord Lieutenant in Council, and 35 
shall be published according to the General Rules to be made under 
this Act. 

5. On consideration of such Report (public Notice of the Time 
appointed for such Consideration having been given according to 
the General Rules under this Act) the Lord Lieutenant in Council 40 
shall settle and make an Order regulating the Market.

Every such Order shall be made and take effect subject and 
according to the following Provisions : 

(1.) It shall specify who are to be the Undertakers of the Market 
(Preference being given in the Selection of Undertakers to 
existing Owners, if willing to act), and shall prescribe the 
Limits of the Market, the Nature and Extent of the Accom- 
modation to be provided, and the Days on which the Market 
is to be held :

It may incorporate the Undertakers and their Successors 
into a Body Corporate, with an appropriate Name, perpetual 
Succession, and a Common Seal : 

(4.) It may incorporate by Reference The Markets and Fairs 
Clauses Act, 1847, or any Part thereof, except so much 
thereof as relates to the Recovery of Penalties : The 
Expression “the Special Act” used in the incorporated 
Act shall' be deemed to apply to the incorporating Order : 
But where the Clauses of that Act respecting Byelaws 
are incorporated, Byelaws made thereunder shall be ap- 
proved by the Lord Lieutenant in Council, instead of 
being approved under the Hand of a Secretary of State, 
and the Provisions of that Act referring to a Secretary 
of State shall apply, mutatis mutandis, to the Lord Lieu- 
tenant in Council : 

(5.) It shall provide for the Appointment of a Weighmaster and 
other proper Officers, and for the proper weighing or 
measuring of Articles sold in the Market : 

(6.) It may empower the Undertakers to make Byelaws for 
Purposes other than the Purposes mentioned in Section 
Forty-two of The Markets and Fairs Clauses Act, 1847, and 
to repeal or alter such Byelaws : All such Byelaws to be 
made in the Manner and subject to the Restrictions provided 
in that Act (as altered by this Act) :

(11.) It shall provide for the Application of the Moneys accruing 
from the Stallages, Rents, and Tolls : 

(12.) It may empower the Undertakers, for the Purposes of the 
Market, or for the Purpose of redeeming or extinguishing 
by Agreement any Annuity to be granted as is herein-after 
mentioned, to borrow Money on Mortgage or Bond to an 
Extent limited by the Order, with Provisions for Payment 
of Interest and Repayment of Principal.

Alteration of Orders : Reduction of Tolls. 

10. On an Application or Certificate and Inquiry similar, mutatis 

mutandis, to those on which an Order regulating a Market may be 
made, the Lord Lieutenant in Council may by Order repeal an Order 
made under any of the foregoing Provisions, or from Time to Time 20 
alter any such Order, for the Purpose of more effectually promoting 
the public Benefit in connexion with the Market, and particularly for 
the Purpose of reducing the Stallages, Rents, and Tolls, whenever 
increased Resort to the Market, Cesser of Charges, or other Circum- 
stances enable such Reduction to be made. 25 

Abolition of Markets. 

11 . On such an Application or Certificate and Inquiry as last 
mentioned, the Lord Lieutenant in Council, on being satisfied that 
the Abolition of a Market would be for the public Benefit, and that 

no Person is entitled to a beneficial pecuniary Interest therein as 30 
Owner thereof, or as claiming through or under the Owner thereof, 
may make an Order directing that the same shall cease to be held. 

Publication of Order : Confirmation by Special Act. 

12 . Every Order in Council under this Act shall be forthwith 

published in the Dublin Gazette. 35
